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CONSTITUTION 


OF THE 


UNITED STATES OF AMÈRICA. 


We, the people of the United States, in order to form a more 
perfect union, establish justice, insure domestic tranquility, 
provide for the common defence, promote the general wel- 
fare, and secure the blessings of liberty to ourselves and our, 
posterity, do ordain 4nd establish this Constitution for me 
United States of America. = 


ARTICLE I. | 


Section 1. All legislative powers herein granted shall be 
vested in a congress of the United States, which shall consist 
of a senate and house of representatives. 

Sec, 2. The house of representatives shall be composed of 

- members chosén every second year by the people of the sev- ~ 
eral states, and the electors in each state. shall have the quali- 
fications requisite for electors of the most-numerous branch 
of the state legislature. — . 

No person shall be a representative who shall not have at- 
tained to the age of twenty-five years, and been seven years a 
citizen of the United -States, and who shall not, when elected, 
be an inhabitant of that state in which he shall be chosen. 

' Representatives and direct taxes shall be apportioned among 
the several states which may be included within this Union, 

1 : 
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enumeration shall be made within three years after the first 
meeting of the congress of the United States, and within 


e three classes. The seats of the senators of the first 
class hall be vacated at the expiration of the second year, of 
the second class at the expiration of the fourth year, and of 
the third class at the expiration of the sixth year, so that one- 
third nay be chosen every second year, and if vacancies hap- 
pen resignation, or otherwise, during the recess of the 
legislgture of any state, the executive thereof may make tem- 
porary appointments until the next meeting of the legislature, 
which shall then fill such vacancies. 

No} person shall be a senator who shall not have attained to 
the age of thirty years, and been nine years a citizen of the 
States, and who shall not, when elected, be an inhabi- 
tant df that state for which he shall be chosen. l 
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The vice president of the United States shall be president 
of the senate, but shall have no vote, unless they be equally 
divided. ? : 

The senate shall choose their other officers, and also a pres- 
ident pro tempore, in the absence of the vice president, or when 
he shall exercise the office,of president of the United States. - 

The senate shall have the sole power to try all Impeach- 
ments. When sitting for that purpose they shall be on oath 
or affirmation. When the president of the United States is 
tried, the chief justice shall preside; and no person shall be 
convicted without the concurrence of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers present. 

Judgment in cases of impeachment shall not extend further 
than to removal from office, and disqualification to hold and 
enjoy any office of honor, trust or profit under the United 
States; but the party convicted shall nevertheless be liable 
and subject to nee fee judgment, and punishment, 
according to law. 

Sec. 4. The times, places and manner, of holding élections 
for senators and representatives, shall be prescribed in each 
state, by the legislature thereof; but the congress may at any 
time by law make or alter such regulations, except as to the 
places of choosing senators. ~ j 

The congress shall assemble at least once in every year, and 
such meeting shall be on the first Monday in December, unless _ 
they shall by law appoint a different day. : 

Sec. 5. Each house shall be the judge of elections, returns, 
and qualifications of its own members, and a majority of each 
shall constitute a quorum to do business; but a smaller num- 
ber*may adjourn from day to day, and may be authorized to 
compel the attendance of absent members, in such manner 
and under such penalties as each house may provide. 

Each house may determine the rules of its proceedings, 
punish its members for disorderly behavior, and, with the con- 
currence of two-thirds, expel a member. 

Hach house shall keep a journal of its proceedings, and from 
time to time publish the same, excepting such parts as may 
in their judgment require secrecy; and the yeas and nays of

the members ofeither house on any question shall, at the 
desire of one-fifth of those present, be entered on the journal. 

Neither house, during the session of congress, shall, without 
the conkent of the other, adjourn for more than three days, 
nor to any other place than that in which the two houses shall

Butin all such cases the votes of both 
houseg shall be determined by yeas and nays, and the names 
of the|persons voting for and against the bill shall be entered 
on the journal of each house respectively. If any bill shall- 
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not be returned by the president within ten days (Sundays ex- 
cepted) after it shall have been presented to him, the same 
shall be a law, in like manner asif he had signed it, unless 
the congress by their adjournment prevent its return, in which 
case it shall not be a law. 


Every order, resolution, or vote, to which the concurrence * 


of the senate and house of representatives may be necessary 
(except on the question of adjournment), shall be presented 
to the president of the United States; and before the same 
shall take effect, shall be approved by him, or being disap- 
proved by him, shall be re-passed by two-thirds of the senate 
and house of representatives, according to the rules and limit- 
ations prescribed in the case of a bill. 

Sec. 8. The congress shall have power :— 

To lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts, and excises, to pay 
the debts and provide for the common defence and general 
welfare of the United States; but all duties, imposts and ex- 
cises shall be uniform throughout the United States; 

To borrow money on the credit of the United States; 

To regulate commerce with foreign nations, and among the 
several states, and with the Indian tribes ; 

To establish an uniform rule of naturalization, and uniform 
laws on the subject of bankruptcies throughout the United 
States ; 

To coin money, regulate the value thereof, and of foreign 
coin, and fix the standard of weights and measures; 

To provide for the punishment of counterfeiting the securi- 
ties and current coin of the United States; 

To éstablish post offices and post roads; 

To promote the progress of science and useful arts, by se- 
curing for limited times to authors and inventors the exclusive 
right to their respectives writings and discoveries ; 

To constitute tribunals inferior to the supreme court; 

To define and punish piracies and felonies committed on 
the high seas, and offences against the law of nations; 

To declare war, grant letters of marque and reprisal, and 
make rules concerning captures on land and water ; 
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To rise and support armies, but no appropriation of money 
‘to thatluse shall be for a longer term than two years; 

To provide and maintain a navy; 

To make rules for the government and regulation of the 
land ad naval forces; 

To provide for calling forth the militia to execute the laws 
of the Union, suppress insurrections, and repel invasion; 

To provide for organizing, arming and disciplining the 
militia! and for governing such part of them as may be em- 
` ployed|in the service of the United States, reserving to the 
states frespectively the appointment of the officers, and the 
authority of training the militia according to the discipline 
prescribed by congress ; Ta 

To pxercise exclusive legislation in all cases whatsoever, 
over such district (not exceeding ten miles square) as may, by 
cession of the particular states and the acceptance by congress, 
become the seat of the government of the United States, and 
to exdrcise like authority over all places purchased by the 
consent of the legislature of the state in which the same shall 
be, foy the erection of forts, magazines, arsenals, dock yards 
and other needful buildings; and ; 
ake all laws which shall be necessary and proper for 
ihg into execution the foregoing powers, and all other 
vested by this constitution in the government of the 
United States, or in any department or officer thereof. 

Sec] 9. The migration or importation of such persons as 
any of the states now existing shall think proper to admit, 
shall pot be prohibited by the congress prior to the year one 
thousjnd eight hundred and eight, but a tax or duty may be 
impoged on such importation, not exceeding ten dollars for 
each person. 

The privilege of the writ of ee corpus shall not be sus- 
penddd, unless, when in cases of rebellion or Anvastony the 
publi¢ safety may require it. 

NoJbill of attainder or ex post facto law shall be passed. 

No|preference shall be given by any regulation of commerce 
or reyenue to the ports of one state over those of another ;

nor shall vessels bound to, or from, one state, be obliged to 
enter, clear, or pay duties in another. 

No money shall be drawn from the treasury butin conse- 
quence of appropriations made by law; anda regular state- 
ment and account of the receipts and expenditures of all public 
money shall be published from time to time. . 

No title of nobility shall be granted by the United- States ; 
and no person holding any office of profit or trust under them 
shall, without the consent of the congress, accept of any pres- 
ent, emolument, office, or title, of any kind whatever, from 
any king, prince, or foreign state. 

Sec. 10. No state shall enter into any, treaty, alliance, or 
confederation, grant letters of marque and reprisal; ‘coin 
money; emit bills of credit; make anything but gold and sil- 
ver coin a tender in payment of debts; pass any bill of attain- 
der, ex post facto law; or law impairing the obligation of con- 
tracts, or grant any title of nobility. 

No state shall, without the consent of congress, lay any im- 
posts or duties on imports or exports, except what may be ab- 
solutely necessary for executing its inspection laws; and the 
net proceeds of all duties and imposis, laid by any state on im- - 
ports or exports, shall be for the use of the treasury of the 
United States; and all such laws shall be subject to the revis- 
ion and control of congress. 

No state shall, without thg consent of congress, lay any duty 

of tonnage, keep troops, or ships of war in time of peace, en- 
ter into any agreement or compact with another state, or with 
a foreign power, or engage in war unless actually invaded, or 
in such imminent danger as will not admit of delay. 


ARTICLE Ii. 


Section 1. The executive power shall be vested in a prési- 
dent of the United States of America. He shall hold his 
office during the term of four years, and, together, with the 
vice president, chosen for the same term, be elected as fol- 
lows :— . 

Each state shall appoint, in such manner as the legislature 
thereof may direct, a number of electors, equal to the whole 
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number of senators and representatives to which the state 
may be entitled in the congress; but no senator or represen- 
tative, or person holding an office of trust or.profit under the 
United States, shall be appointed an elector. 

[*The electofs shall meet in their respective states, and vote 
by ballot for two persons, of whom-one at least shall not be 
an inhabitant df the same state with themselves. And they 
shall make a ligt of all the persons voted for, and of the num- 
ber of votes for) each; which list they shall sign and certify, 
and transmit, sdaled, to the seat of government of the United 
States, directed to the president of the senate. The president 
of the senate shall, in the presence of the senate and house of 
representatives} open all the certificates, and the votes shall . 
The person having the greatest number of 
votes shall be the president, if Suen number be a majority of 
the whole number of electors appointed; and if there be 
more than one|who have such a majority, and have an equal 
number of votes, then the house of representatives shall im- 
mediately chooge by ballot one of them for president. But in 
choosing the puesident the vote shall be taken by states, the 
representation from each state having one vote; a quorum for 
this purpose shall consist of a member or members from two- 
thirds of the states, and a majority of all the states shall be 
necessary to a ¢hoice. In every case after the choice of pres- 
ident, the persdn having the greatest number of votes of the ~ 
electors shall be the vice president. But if there should re- 
main two or more who have equal votes, the senate shall 
choose from them by ballot the vice president. | 

The congresy may determine the time of choosing the elec- 
tors, and the d4y on which they shall give their votes; which 
day shall be the same’throughout the United States. 

No person except a natural born citizen, or a citizen of the 
United States at the time of the adoption of this constitution, 
shall be eligible to the office of president; neither shall any 
person be eligible to that office who shall not have attained to 
-five years, and been fourteen years a resident 
within the United States.

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‘In case of the removal of the. president from office, or of 


his death, resignation, or inability to discharge the powers - 


and duties of the said office, the same shall devolve on the 
vice president, and the congress may by law provide for the 
case of removal, death, resignation or inability, both of the 


president and vice president, déclaring what officer shall then - 


act as president, and such officer shall act accordingly, until- 


the disability be removed or a president shall be elected. 

The president shall, at stated times, receive for his services 
a compensation, which shall neither be increased or dimin- 
ished during the period for which he shall have been elected, 
and he shall not receive within that period any other ‘emola- 
ment from the United States, or any of them. 

Before he enter on the execution of his office, he shall jake: 
the following oath or affirmation: 


«I do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will faithfully exe- 


cute the office of president of the United States, and will, to 
the best of my ability, preserve, protect, and defend the Con- 
stitution of the United States.” 


Sec. 2. The president shall be commander-in-chief of the 


army and navy of the United States, and of the militia of the. 
several states when called into the actual service of the United 


_ States; he may require the opinion in writing of the principal 


™* 


officer in each of the executive departments, upon any subject 
relating to the duties of their respective’ offices, and he shall 
have the power to grant reprieves and pardons for offences 
against the United States, except in cases of impeachment. 
He shall have power, by and with the advice and consent of 
the senate, to make treaties, provided two-thirds of the sena- 
tors present concur ; and he shall nominate, and by and with 
the advice and consént of the senate, shall appoint ambassa- 
dors, other public ministers and consuls, judges of the supreme 
court, and all other officers of the United States whose ap- 
pointments are not herein otherwise provided for, and which 


shall be established by law; but the congress may by law vest ` 


the appointment of such inferior officers as they think proper 


in the president‘alone, in the courts of law, or in the heads of 


depar tments.

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The president shall have power to fill up all vacancies that 
may happen |during the recess of the senate, by granting com- 
missions, which shall expire at the end of their next. session. 

Sec. 3. shall from time to time give to the congress 
such information of the state of the Union, and recommend to 
- their consideration such measures as he shal] judge necessary 
and expedient; he may, on extraordinary occasions, convene “ 
both houses pr either of them, and in case of disagreement 
between them with respect to the time of adjournment, he 
may adjourn| them to such time as he shall think proper; he 
shall receive pmbassadors and other public ministers; he shall 
take care that the laws are faithfully executed, and shall com- 
mission all the officers of the United States. 

Sec. 4. The president, vice president, and all civil officers 
of the United States, shall be removed: from office on im- 
peachment fpr and conviction of treason, bribery, cr other 
high crimes 4nd misdemeanors. 


, ARTICLE OL 


Section 1,| The judicial power of the United States shall 
“be vested injone supreme court, and such inferior courts as 
»the congress| may from time to time ordain and establish. 
The judges, both of the supreme and inferior courts, shall 
hold their office during good behavior, and shall, at stated 
times, receivd for their services a compensation which shall not 
be diminishefl during their continuance in office. 

Sec. 2. The judicial power shall extend to all cases, in law 
and equity, Arising under this constitution, the laws of the 
United States, and treaties made,.or which"shall be made, un- 
der their authority; to all cases affecting ambassadors, other 
public mitisțers and consuls; to all cases of admiralty and 
maritime jurisdiction; to controversies to which the United 
. States shall He a party; to controversies between two or more 
states; [*bethveen a state and citizens of another state;] be- 
tween citizehs of different states; between citizens of the

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same state claiming lands under grants of different states, and 
between a state or the citizens thereof, and foreign states, cit- 
izens, or subjects. 

In all cases affecting ambassadors, other public ministers. 
and consuls, and.those in which a state shall be a party, the 
supreme court shall have original jurisdiction. In all the 
other cases before mentioned, the supreme court shall have 
appellate jurisdiction both as to law and fact, with such excep- 
tions and under such regulations as the congress shall make. 

The trial of all crimes, except in cases of impeachment, 
shall be by jury; and such trials shall be held in the state 
where the said crime shall have been committed; but when 
not committed within any state, the trial shall be at such place 
or places as the congress may by law have directed. 

Sec. 3. Treason against the UnitedjStates shall consist only 
in levying war against them, or in adhering to their enemies, 
giving them aid and comfort. No person shall be convicted 
of*treason unless on the testimony of two witnesses to the 
same overt act, or on confession in open court. 

The congress shall have power to declare the punishment 
of treason, but no attainder of treason shall work corruption of 
blood, or forfeiture, except arug. the life of the person at- 
tainted. . 


ARTICLE IV. 


Section 1. Full faith and credit shall be given in each state 
to the public acts, records, and judicial proceedings of every 
other state. And the congress may by general laws prescribe 
the manner in which such acts, records, and proceedings shall. 
be proved, and the effect thereof. 

Sec. 2. The citizens of each state shall be entitled to all 
privileges and immunities of citizens in the several states. ` 

A person charged in any state with treason, felony, or other 
crime, who shall flee from justice, and be found in another 
state, shall, on demand of the executive authority of the state 
from which he fled, be delivered up, to be removed to the 
state having jurisdiction of the erime. 
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No person held to service or labor in one state under the 
laws thereof, escaping to another, shall, in consequence of any 
law or regulation therein, be discharged from such service or 
labor, but shall be delivered up on claim of the party to ~ whom 
such service or labor may be due. 

. Sec. 8. New states may be admitted by the congress into 
this Union; but no new state shail be formed or erected with- 
in the jurisdiction of any other state; nor any state be formed 
by the junctidn of two or more states or parts of states, with- 
out the consent of the legislature of the states concerned, as 
well as of thej congress. 

The congres shall have power to dispose of and make all 
needful rules and regulations respecting the territory or other 
property belonging to the United States; and nothing in this 
constitution shall be so construed as to prejudice any claims 
of the United|States, or of any particular state. 

Sec. 4. The United States shall guarantee to every state in 
this Union arppublican form of government, and shall protect 
each of them pgainst invasion; and on application of the leg- 
islature or of the executive (when the- legislature cannot be 
convened) against domestic violence. 


- ARTICLE YV. 


The congr¢ss, whenever two-thirds of both houses shall 
deem it neceskary, shall propose amendments to this constitu- 
tion, or, on the application of the legislatures of two-thirds of 
the several states, shall call a convention for proposing amend- 
ments, which,|in either case, shall be valid to all intents and’ 
purposes, as part of this constitution, when ratified by the 
legislatures of] three-fourths of the several states, or by con- 
ventions in three-fourths thereof, as one or the other mode of 
ratification my be proposed by the congress; provided that 
no amendment which may be made prior to the year one 
thousand eight hundred and eight shall in any manner affect 
the first and fourth clauses in.the ninth section of the first 
article; and that no state, without its consent, shall be de- 
prived ofits equal suffrage in the senate. 
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ARTICLE VI. 


All debts contracted and engagements entered into before 
the adoption of this constitution shall be as valid against the 
United States under this Constitution as‘under the confedera- 
tion. 

This Constitution and the laws of the United States which ` 
shall be made in pursuance thereof, and all treaties made or 
which shall be made under the authority of the United States, ` 
shall be the supreme law of the land; and the judges in every 
state shall be bound thereby, anything in the constitution or 
laws of any state to the contrary notwithstanding. 

The senators and representatives before mentioned, and the 
members of the several state legislatures, and all executive 
and judicial officers, both of the United States and of the sev- 
eral states, shall be bound by oath or affirmation to support 
this constitution; but no religious test shall ever be required 
as a qualification to any office or public trust under the United 
States. 
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ARTICLE VIL 


The ratification of the convention of nine states shall be 
sufficient for the establishment of this Constitution between the 
‘states so ratifying the same. 
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AMENDMENTS" 


TO THE 


CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES. 


ARTICLE I. aes 


Congress ghall make no laws respecting an establishment of 
religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof; or abridging 
the freedomjof speech, or of the press; or the right of the 
people peacdably to assemble, and to petition the government 
for a redressjof grievances. 


ARTIOLE II. 


A well regulated militia being necessary to the security of a 
free state, the right of the people to keep and bear arms shall 


a manner to|be prescribed by law.  ì 


ARTICLE IV. : 


The right pf the people to be secure in their persons, houses, 
papers and dffects, against unreasonable searches and seizures, 
shall not bq violated, and no warrant shall issue but upon 
probable cahse, supported by oath or affirmation, and partic- 
ularly dresemibing the place to be searched, and the persons or 
things to be} seized. 
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ARTICLE V. 


No person shall be held to answer for a capital, or otherwise 
infamous crime, unless on a presentment or indictment of a, 
grand jury, except in cases arising in the land and haval forces, 
or in the militia when in actual service in time of war or pub- , 

lic danger, nor shall any person be subject for the same of- 
fence to be twice put in jeopardy of life’or limb; nor shall be 
compelled in any criminal case to be witness against himself, 
nor be deprived of life, liberty, or property, without due pro- 
cess of law; nor shall private property be taken for public use 
without just compensation. 


ARTICLE VI. _ 


In all criminal prosecutious the accused shall enjoy the right 
to a,speedy and public trial, by an impartial jury of the state ` 
and district wherein the crime shall have been committed, 
' which district shall have been previously ascertained by law, 
and to be informed of the nature and cause of the accusation; 
to be confronted with the witnesses against him ; to have com- 
pulsory process for obtaining witnesses in his favor, and to 
have the assistance of counsel for his defence.

ARTICLE VII. 


In suits at common law, where the value at controversy shall 
exceed twenty dollars, the right of trial by jury shall be pre- 
served, and no fact tried by a jury shall be otherwise re-exam- 
ined by any court in the United States than according to.the 
rules of the common law.

ARTICLE VII. 
Excessive bail shall not be required, nor excessive fines im- 
posed, nor cruel and unusual punishments inflicted. 
- ARTICLE IX. 


The enumeration, in the constitution, of certain rights, shall 
not be construed to deny or disparage others retained by the 
people. : 
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ARTICLE X. 


The powers not delegated to the United States by the Con- 
stitution, nor prohibited by it to the states, are reserved to 
the states respectively or to the people. 


ARTICLE XI. 


i The judicfal power of the United States shall not be con- 
` strued to extend any suit in law or equity commenced or 
prosecuted dgainst one of the United States by citizens of 
another statd, or by citizens or subjects of any foreign state. 
ARTIOLE XII. 

The electgrs shall meet in their respective states, and vote’ 
by ballot fof president and vice president, one of whom at 
least shall ngt be an inhabitant of the same state with them- 
selves; theyjshall name in their ballots the person voted for 
as president| and in distinct ballots-the person voted for as 
vice president, and they shall make distinct lists of all per- 
sons voted for as president, and of all persons voted for as 
vice president, and of the number of votes for each, which 
list they shall sign and certify, and transmit, sealed, to the 
seat of the government of the United States, directed to the 
president of ithe senate; the president of the senate shall, in 

.. the presencejof the senate and house of representatives, open 
all the certificates, and the votes shall then be counted; the 
person having the greatest, number of votes for president shall 
be the president, if such umber be a majority of the whole 
number of dlectors appointed; and if no person have such 
majority, then from the persons having the highest numbers, 
not exceeding three, on the list of those voted for as president, 
the house of representatives shall choose immediately, by 
ballot, the president. But in choosing the president the votes 
shall be taken by states, the representation from each state 
having one vote; a quorum for this purpose shall consist of a 
member or members from two-thirds of the states, and a 
majority of ajl the states shall be necessary to a choice. And 
if the house of representatives shall not choose a: president 
whenever thg right of choice shall devolve upon them, before - 
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the fourth day of March next following, then the vice presi- 
dent shall act as president, as in the case of the death or other 
unconstitutional disability of the president. 

The person having the greatest number of votes as vice ` 
president shall be the vice president, if such number be a- 
majority of the whole ñumber of electors appointed ; and if - - 
no person have a majority, then from the two highest num-. 
bers on the list the senate shall choose the vice president; a 
quorum for the purpose shall consist of two-thirds of the 
whole number of senators, and a majority of the whole num- 
ber shall be necessary to a choice. But no person constitu- 
tionally ineligible to the office of president shall be eligible 
to that of vice president of the United States.

ARTICLE XIII. 


Section 1. Neither slavery nor involuntary servitude, ex- 
cept as a punishment for crime, whereof the party shall have 
been duly convicted, shall exist within the United da or 
any place subject to their jurisdiction. 

Sec. 2. Congress shall have power to enforce this article 
by appropriate legislation. : 


ARTICLE XIV. 


Section 1. All persons born or naturalized in the United 
States, and subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are citizens of 
the United States, and of the state wherein they reside. No 
state shall make or enforce any law which shall abridge the 
privileges or immunities of citizens of the United States; nor 
shall any state deprive any person of life, liberty, or property, 
without due process of law, nor deny to any person within its 
jurisdiction the equal protection of the laws. 

Sec. 2. Representatives shall be apportioned among hs 
several states according to their respective numbers, countipg 
the whole number of persons in each state, excluding Indians 
not taxed. But when the right to vote at any election for the 
choice of electors for president and vice -president of the 
United States, representatives in congress, the executive and 
Judicial offigers of a state, or the members of the legislature 
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-one years of age, and citizens of the United 
any way abridged, except for participation in 


ed in the proportion which the number of such’ 
shall bear to the whole number of citizens 


congress, or| elector of president and vice president, or hold 

any office, cipil or military, under the United States, or under 

any state, who having previously taken an oath as a member 

of congress, þr as an officer of the United States, or as a mem- 

ber of any state legislature, or as an executive or judicial’ 
officer’ of any) state, to support the constitution of tha United 
States, shall have engaged in insurrection or rebellion against 
the same, on given aid or comfort to the enemies thereof. 

But congress| may, by a vote of two-thirds of each house, re- 

move such disability. 

Sec. 4. The validity of the public debt of the United 
States, authorized by law, including the debts. incurred for 
payment of pension and bounties for services in: suppressing 
insurrection dr rebellion, shall not be questioned. . But neither 
the United States nor any state shal? assume or pay any debt 
or obligation incurred’ in aid of insurrection or rebellion 
against the United States, or any claim for the loss or emanci- 
pation of any|slave, but all such debts, obligations, and claims 
shall be held ‘illegal and void. 

Sec. 5. That congress shall have power to enforce, by ap- 
propriate legislation, the provisions of this article. 


ARTICLE XV. 


Section 1.| The right of citizens of the United States to 
vote shall not be denied or abridged by the United States, or 
by-any state,jon account of race, color, or previous condition 


of servitude.

AN ACT to provide a temporary government for the Territory of Montana . 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America, in Congress assembled : 


That all that part of the territory of the United States 
included within the limits, to-wit: Commencing at a point 
formed by the intersection of the twenty-seventh degree of 
longitude west front Washington with the forty-fifth degree of 
north latitude; thence due west on said forty-fifth degree 
of latitude to a point formed by its intersectian with the thir- 
ty-fourth degree of longitude west from Washington; thence 
due south along the said thirty-fourth degree of longitude to 
-~ its intersection with the forty-fourth degree and thirty minutes 
of north latitude; thence due west along said forty-fourth 
degree and thirty minutes of north latitude to a point formed 
by its intersection with the crest of the Rocky Mountains; 
thence following the’ crest of the Rocky Mountains northward 
till its intersection with the Bitter Root Mountains; thence 
northward along the crest of said Bitter Root Mountains to its 
intersection with the thirty-ninth degree of longitude west 
from Washington; thence along’ said thirty-ninth degree 
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northward to the boundary line of the British 
thence eastward along said boundary line to the 
th degree of longitude west from Washington ; 
ward along said twenty-seventh degree of longi- 
tude to thej place of beginning, be, and the same is hereby 
created into| a temporary government by the name of the Ter- 
ritory of Montana: Provided, That nothing in this act con- 
tained shall be construed to inhibit the government of the 


` United States from dividing said territory or changing its 


boundaries jn such manner and at such times as congress shall 
deem convehient and proper, or from attaching any portion of 
said territory to any other state or territory of the United 
States: .Propided, further, That nothing in this act contained 
shall be conbtrued to impair the rights of person or property 
now pertaining to the Indians in said territory so long as such 
rights shall) remain unextinguished by treaty between the 
United States and such Indians, or to include any territory 


. which, by treaty with any Indian tribes, is not, without the con- 


w 


sent of said tribe, to be included within the territorial limits or 
jurisdiction of any state or territory; but all such territory 
shall be exckpted out of the boundaries, and constitute no part ` 
of the territory of Montana, until said tribe shall signify their 
assent to the president of the United States to be included 
within said (Territory, or to affect the authority of the govern- 
ment of the|United States to make any regulations respecting 
such Indians, their lands, property, or other rights, by treaty, 
law, or otherwise, which it would have been competent for 
the government to make if this act had never passed. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the executive power 
and authority in and over said territory of Montana shall be 
vested in a governor, who shall hold his office for four years, 
and until hip successor shall be appointed and qualified, unless 
sooner remdved by the president of the United States. The 
governor shall reside within said Territory and shall be com- 
mander-in-chief of the milita and superintendent of Indian 
affairs therebf. He may grant pardons and respites for offences 
against the|laws of said territory, and reprieve for offences 
against the jaws of the United States, until the decision of the. 
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president’ of the United States can be made known thereon; 
he shall commission all officers who shall be appointed to 
office under the Taws of said territory, and shall take care that 
the laws be faithfully executed. 

Sec. 8. And be it further enacted, That there shall be a sec- 
retary of said territory, who shall reside therein and hold his 
office for four years, unless sooner removed by the.president 


of the United States; he shall-record and.preserve all laws: 


and proceedings of the legislative assembly hereinafter consti- 
tuted, and all the acts and proceedings of the governor in his 
executive department; he shall transmit one copy of the laws 
and journals of the legislative assembly, within thirty days 
after the end of each session, and one copy of the executive 
proceedings and official correspondence, semi-annually, on the 
first days of January and July in each year, to the president 
of the United States, and two copies of the laws to the presi- 
dent of the senate and to the speaker of the house of represen- 
tatives, for the use of congress. And in case of the death, 

removal, resignation, or r absence of the governor from the ter- 
ritory, the secretary shall be, and he is hereby authorized and 
required to execute and perform all the powers and duties of 
the governor, during such vacancy or absence, or until another 
governor shall be duly appointed’ and qualified to tll such 
vacancy. 

Sec. 4, And be it further enacted, That the legislative power 
and authority of the said territory shall be vested in the gov- 
ernor and a legislative assembly. The legislative assembly 
shall consist of a council and house of representatives. The 
council shall consist of seven members having the qualifica- 
tions of voters, as hereinafter prescribed, whose term of ser- 
vice shall continue two years. The house of representatives 
shall, at its “first session, consist of thirteen members, posses- 
sing the same qualitications as prescribed for the members of 
the council, and whose term of service shall continue one year. 

` The number of representatives may be increased by the legis- 
lative assembly, from time to time, to twenty-six, in proportion 
to the increase of qualified voters; and the council, in like 
manner to thirteen. An apportionment shall be made, as 
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nearly equal as practicable, among the several counties or dis- 
tricts for the election of the council and representatives, giving 
to each sedtion of the territory representation in the ratio of 
its qualified voters as nearly as may be. And the members of 
the council and of the house of representatives shall reside in, 
and be inhabitants of, the district, or county, or counties, for 
which they may be elected, respectively. Previous to the first , 
election, the governor shall cause a census or enumeration of 
the inhabitants and qualified voters of the several counties and 
districts of] the territory to be taken by such persons and in 
such modd as the governor shall designate and appoint, and 
the person|so appointed shall receive a reasonable compensa- 
tion therefor. And the first election shall be held at such 
time and places, and be conducted in such manner, both as to 
the persons who shall superintend such election and the re- 
turns therdof, as the governor shall appoint and direct; and 
he shall atithe same time declare the number of members of 
the council] and house of representatives to which each of the 
counties districts shall be entitled under this act. The 
persons having the highest number of legal votes in each of 
said council districts, respectively, for members of the council, 

shall be declared by the governor to be duly elected to the 
council; and the persons having the highest number of legal 
votes for the house of representatives in each of said represen- 
tative districts, respectively, shall be declared by the governor 


- to be duly elected members of said house: Provided, That in 


case two ar more persons voted for shall have an equal num- 
ber of votds, and in case-a vacancy shall otherwise occur in 
either branch of the legislative assembly, the governor shall 
election. And the persons thus elected to the 


several c ma or districts to the council and house of 
representatives, according to the number of qualified voters, 
shall be prescribed by law, as well as the day of commence- 
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ment of the regular sessions of the legislative asembly: 
Provided, That no session in any one year shall exceed the, 
term of forty days, except the first session, which ay con- 
tinue sixty days. 

Sec. 5.° And be it further enacted, That all citizens of the 
United States, and those who have declared their intentions to 
become such, and who are otherwise described and~qualified 
under the fifth section of the act of congress providing for a 
temporary government for the territory of Idaho, approved 
March third, eighteen hundred and sixty-three, shall be enti- 
tled to vote at said first election, and shall be eligible to -any 
office within the said territory; but the qualifications of voters 
and of holding office at all subsequent elections, shall be such 
as shall be prescribed by the legislative assembly. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That the legislative power 
of the territory shall extend to all rightful, subjects of legisla- 
tion consistent with the Constitution of the United States and., 
the provisions of this act; but no law shall be passed interter- 
ing with the primary disposal of the soil; no tax shall be im- 
posed upon the property of the United States, nor shall the: 
lands or other property of non-residents be taxed higher than 
the lands or other property of residents. Every bill which 
shall have passed the council and house of representatives.of 
the said territory shall, beforé it becomes a law, be presented 
to the governor of the territory. Ifhe approve, he shall sign 
it; butif not, he shall return it, with his objections, to the 
house in which it originated, who shall enter the objections at ` 
large upon their journal, and proceed to reconsider it. If, 
after such reconsideration, two-thirds of that house shall agree 
to pass the bill, it shall be sent, together with the objections, 
to the other house, by which it shall likewise be reconsidered ; 
and if approved by two-thirds of that house, it shall become a. 
law. But in all such cases the votes of such houses shall be. 
determined by yeas and nays, to be entered on the journals of 

. each. house, respectively. If any bill shall not be returned by 
the governor ‘within three days (Sundays excepted) after. it 
shall have been presented to him, the same shall be a law, in- 
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if he had signed it, unless the assembly, by 
revent iis return, in which case it shall not be 
, That whereas slavery is prohibited in said ter- 
congress of June nineteenth, eighteen hundred 
othing herein’ contained shall be construed to 
mit its existence therein. 

be it further enacted, That all township; a district, 
cers, not herein otherwise provided for, shall 
be appointed o elected as the case may be, in such manner as ` 
shall be provided by the governor and legislative assembly of 
the Territory of Montana. The governor + shall nominate, and, , 
by and with the advice and consent of the legislative council, 
appoint all offigers not herein otherwise provided for, and in 
the first instante the governor alone may appoint all said 
officers, who shall hold their offices, until the end of the first 
session of the législative assembly, and shall lay off the neces- 
„sary distri¢ts for the members of the council and house of rep- 
resentatives % and all other officers. 

Sec. 8. And|be it further enacted, That no member of the 
legislative assembly shall hold or be appointed to any office 
which shall have been created, or the salary or emoluments of 
which shall have been increased while he was a member, dur- 
ing the term fo which he was elected, and for one year after 
the expiration of such term; but this restriction shall not be 
applicable to mqmbers of the first legislative assembly. And 
no person holding a commission or appointment under the 
United States, dxcept” postmasters, shall be a member of the 
legislative assembly; or shall hold any office under the gov- 
ernment of said jterritory. 

Sec. 9. And be it further enacted, That. the judicial power of 
said territory shall be vested in a supreme court, district 
courts, probate ¢ourts, and in justices of the peace. The su- 
preme court shall consist of a chief justice and two associate 
justices, any two of whom shall constitute a quorum, and who 
shall hold a term at the seat of government of said territory 
annually; and they shall hold their offices during the period of 
four years, and tintil their successors shall be appointed and 
qualified, The said territory shall he divided into three judicial 
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districts, and a district court shall be held in each of said dis- 
tricts by one of the justices of the supreme court, at such 
times and places as may be prescribed by law; and the said. 
judges shall, after their appointments, respectively, reside in , 
the districts which shall be assigned them. The jurisdiction 
of the several cqurts herein provided for, both appellate 
‘and original, and that of the probate courts, and of justices 
of the peace, shall be limited by law: Provided, That jus- 
tices of the. peace shall not have jurisdiction of any matter 
in controversy when the title of land may be in dispatecor 
where the debt or sum claimed shall exceed one hundred dol- 
lars; and the said supreme and district courts, respectively, 
shall possess chancery as well as common law jurisdiction. 
Each district court, or the judge thereof, shall appoint its 
clerk, who shall also be the register-in chancery, and shall 
keep his office at the place where the court may be held. 
Writs of error, bills of exceptions, and appeals shall be allowed 
in all cases-from the final decisions of said district courts to 
thé supreme court,-under such regulations as may be pre- 
scribed by law. The supreme court, or the justices thereof, 
shall appoint its own clerk; and every clerk shall hold his 
office at the pleasure of the court for which he shall have 
been appointed. “Writs of error and appeals from the final 
decisions of said supreme court shall be allowed, and may be 
taken tothe supreme court of the United States, in the same 
manner and under the same regulations as from the circuit 
courts of the United States, where the value of the property 
or the amount in controversy, to be ascertained by the oath 
or affirmation of either party, or other competent witnesses, 
shall exceed one thousand dollars, except that a writ of error - 
or appeal shall be allowed to the supreme court of the United 
States from the decision of the said supreme court created by 
this act, or of any judge thereof, or of the district courts cre- 
ated by this act, or of any judge thereof, upon any writs of 
habeas corpus involving the question of personal freedom. And 
each of the said district courts shall have and exercise the same 
jurisdiction, in all cases arising under the Constitution and 
laws of the United States, as is vested in the district and cir- 
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cuit courts of the United States; and the first six days of every 
.term of said courts, or so much thereof as shall be necessary, 
shall be appro briated to the trial of causes arising under the 
said constitution and laws; and writs of error and appeal in 
all such cases shall be made to the supreme court of said ter- 
ritory the same as in other cases. The said clerks shall re- 
ceive in all su¢h cases the same fees which the clerks of the 
district courts} of Washington Territory now receive for sim- 
ilar services. | 

Sec. 10. And be it further enacted, That there shall be ap- 
pointed an attorney for said territory, who shall continue in 
office four years, and until his successor shall be appointed and 
qualified, unless sooner removed by the .president of the 
United States, and who shall receive the same fees and salary 
as the attorney] of the United States for the present Territory 
of Washington. There shall also be a marshal for the terri- 
tory appointed] who shall hold his office for-four years, and 
until his succesor shall be appointed and qualified, unless 
sooner removed by the president of the United States, and 
who shall execyte all processes issuing from the said courts 
when exercising their jurisdiction as circuit and districts of the 
United Statés. | He shall perform the duties, be subject to the 
same regulations and penalties, and be entitled to the same 
. fees as the marphal of the district court of the United States 
for the present; Territory of Washington, and shall, in addi- 
tion, be paid two hundred dollars annually as a compensa- 
tion for extra sdrvices. There shall also be appointed by the 
president of the United States, ‘by and with the advice and 
consent of the jsenate, a surveyor general of said territory, 
who shall locatd his office at such place as the secretary of the 
interior shall frọm time to time direct, and whose duties, pow- 
ers, obligations,|responsibilities, compensation, and allowances 
for clerk hire, office rent, fuel, and incidental expenses shall 
be the same as those of the surveyor general of New Mexico, 
under the direction of the secretary of the interior, and such 
instructions as he may from time to time deem it advisable to 


give. 
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Sec. 11. And be it further enacted, That the governor, secre- 
tary, chief jpstice, and associate justices, attorney and mar- 
shal shall be appointed by the president of the United States, 
by and with the advice and consent-of the senate. The goy- 
ernor and secretary to be appointed as aforesaid, shall, before 
they act as such, respectively take an oath or ‘affirmation be- 
fore the district judge, or some justice of the peace in the lim-~ 
its of said territory, duly authorized to administer oaths and 
affirmations by the laws now in force therein, or before the 
chief justice or-some associate justice of the supreme court of 
the United States, to support the Constitution of the United 
- States, and faithfully to discharge the duties of their respective 
offices; which said oaths, when so taken, shall be certified by 
the person by whom the same shall have been taken; and 
such certificates shall be received and recorded by the said 
, secretary among the executive proceedings; and the chief 
justice and associate justices, and all civil officers in said ter- 
ritory, before they act as such, shall take a like oath or affir- 
mation before the said governor or secretary, or some judge 
or justice of the peace of the territory who may be duly com- 
missioned and qualified, or before the chief justice or some 
associate justice of the supreme court of the United States, 
which said oath or affirmation shall be certified and transmit- 
ted by the person taking the same to the secretary, to be by 
him recorded as aforesaid; and afterwards the like oath or 
affirmation shall be taken, certified, and’ recorded in such 
manner and form as may be prescribed by law. And any 
person who has heretofore been appointed chief justice or 
associate’ justice of the Territory of Idaho, who has not yet 
taken the oath of office, as prescribed by the act organizing 
_ said territory, may take said oath or affirmation before the 
chief justice or some associate justice of the supreme court of 
the United States. The governor shall receive an annual sal- 
ary of two thousand five hundred dollars; the chief justice 
and associate justices shall receive an annual salary of two 
thousand five hundred dollars; the secretary shall receive an: 
annua) salary of two thousand dollars. The said salaries shall 
be paid quarter-yearly from the dates of the respective ap- 
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pointments atjthe treasury of the United States; but no pay- 
ment shall bejmade until said officers shall have entered upon 
the duties of their respective appointments. The members of 
the legislativd assembly shall be entitled to receive four dol- 
lars each per| day, during their attendance at the sessions 
thereof, and fqur dollars each for every twenty miles travel, in 
going to and feturning from said sessions, estimated accord- 
ing to the nearest usually traveled routes; an additional allow- 
ance of four dollars per day shall be paid to the presiding 
officer of each] house for each day he shall so preside. And a 
chief clerk, onp assistant clerk, one engrossing and one enroll- 
ing clerk, a sefgeant-at-arms, and door-keeper may be chosen 
for each house|; and the chief clerk shall receive four dollars 
per day, and the said other officers three dollars per day dur- 
ing the sessidn of the legislative assembly; but no other 
officers shall lhe paid by the United States: Provided, That 
there shall be but one session of the legislative assembly annu- 
ally, unless on jan extraordinary occasion the governor shall 
think proper td call the legislative assembly together. There 
shall be appropriated annually the usual sum, to be expended 
by the governor to defray the contingent expenses of the terri- 
tory, including the salary of the clerk of the executive de- 
partment. And there shall also be appropriated annually a 
sufficient sum, to be expended by the secretary of the terri- 
tory, and upon|an estimate to be made by the secretary of the 
treasury of the| United States, to defray the expenses of the 
legislative assembly, the printing of the laws, and other inci- 
dental expenseg. And the governor and secretary of the ter- 
ritory shall, inj the disbursement of all moneys entrusted to 
them, be governed solely by the instructions of the secretary 
of the treasury|of the United States, and shall semi-annually 
account to the| said secretary for the manner in which the 
aforesaid moneys shall have been expended; and no expendi- 
ture shall be made by said legislative assembly for objects not 


specially authonized by the acts of congress making the appro- 
priations, nor beyond the sums thus appropriated for such 
objects. 

Sec. 12. And be it further enacted, That the legislative as- 


sembly of the Territory of Montana shall hold its first session 
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at such time and place in said territory as the governor thereof 
shall appoint and‘ direct; and at said first. session, or as soon 
thereafter as they shall deem expedient, the governor and leg- 
islative assembly shall proceed to locate and establish the seat 
of government at such place as ,they may, deem eligible: 
Provided, That the seat of government fixed by the governor 
and legislative assembly shall not be at any time changed, 
except by an act of the said assembly duly passed, and which 
shall be approved after due notice, at the first general election 
thereafter by a majority of the legal votes cast on that ques- 
tion. 

Sec. 18. And be it further enacted, That a delegate to the 
house of representatives of the United States, to serve for the 
term of two years, who shall be a citizen-of the United States, 
may be elected by the voters qualified to elect members of the 
legislative assembly, who shall be entitled to the same rights 
and privileges as are exercised and enjoyed by the. delegates 
` from the several other territories of the United States to the said 
house of representatives; but the delegate first elected shall 
hold his seat only during the term of the congress to which he 
shall be elected. ‘The first election shall be held at such time 
and places and be conducted in such manner as the governor 
shall appoint and direct; and at all subsequent elections the 
time and places and manner of holding elections shall be 
prescribed by law.

And be it further enacted, That when the lands in 
said territory shall be surveyed, under the direction of the 
government of the United States, preparatory to bringing the 
same into market, sections numbered sixteen and thirty-six in - 
each township in said territory shall be and the same are 
hereby reserved for the purpose of being applied to schools 
in said territory, and in the states and territories hereafter-to 
be erected out of the same.

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Sec. 15. Hnd be it furthar enacted, That, until otherwise pro- 
vided by law} the governor of said territory may define the 
judicial districts of said territory, and assign the judges who-

AN ACT amendatory of “ An Act to provide a temporary government for . 
the Territory of Montana,” approved May 26, 1864. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America, in Congress assembled : 


That the legislative assemblies of the several territories of 
the United States shall not, after the passage of this act, grant 
private charters or special privileges, but they may, by general 
incorporation acts, permit persons to associate themselves to- 
gether as bodies corporate for mining, manufacturing, and ` 
other industrial pursuits. 

Sec. 2. And beit further enacted, That the probate courts of 
the teriitory of Montana, in their respective counties, in addi- 
tion to their probate jurisdiction, are hereby authorized to 
hear and determine civil causes wherein the damage or debt 
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claimed does yot exceed five hundred dollars, and such crimi- 
nal cages arising under the laws of the territory as do not re- 
quire the intervention of a grand jury: Provided, That they 
shall not have jurisdiction in any matter in controversy when 
the title or right to the peaceable possession of land may be 
in dispute or ¢hancery, òr divorce causes; And provided fur- 
ther, That inal] cases an appeal may be taken from any order, 
judgment, or decree of said probate court to the district court. 

Sec. 3. And beit further enacted, That the chief justice and 
associate justices of said territory, and the Territory of Idaho 
e an annual salary of thirty-five hundred dol- 


be it further enacted, That the. judges of the 
supreme court pf said territory, or a majority of them, shall, 
when assembled at the seat of government of said territory, 
define the judidial districts of said territory, and assign the

Section 1. |That from and after the passage of this act it 
shall be lawful for the county commissioners of any or all 
of the counti¢s within this territory to submit to any incor- 
porated comphny now organized, or that may. hereafter be 
organized, to| construct a railroad into or through this ter- 
ritory, a propgsition to subscribe the capital stock of any 
such company|proposing to construct a railroad from either 
the line of tha Union Pacific, Central Pacific, or Utah North- 
ern railroads, jnto or through the Territory of Montana, not 
exceeding twdnty per cent of the taxable property of said 
county, upon the terms and conditions hereinafter prescribed, 
namely : 

First—It is ereby made the duty of the county commis- 
sioners of Malison, Jefferson and Gallatin counties, respec- 
tively, to submit to the qualified electors of such counties, at 
the next general and annual election, a proposition to take 
and subscribe to the capital stock of such company fifteen per 
cent of the taxable property—real, personal and mixed—in 
the following nhanner, to wit: Two per cent upon such taxable 
property at the time said railroad shall reach and enter such 
county, to be jascertained by the assessor or assessor’s an- 
‘nual returns next thereafter made, and the remaining thirteen 
per cent of said subscription to be estimated upon and con- 
trolled by, the Assessor or assessor’s annual returns, made for 
the year eighteen hundred and seventy-six (1876): Provided, 
Said assessor of assessors shall proceed, on and after the first 
day of February, eighteen hundred and seventy-six, to make 
the annual assessment for that year, and shall complete the 
same as soon Bs possible; that a proposition of like effect 
shall also be submitted by the county commissioners of 
Meagher to tax| and subscribe ten per cent, two per cent of 
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which shall be levied upon the taxable property—real, per- 
sonal and mixed—of said county at the time said road reaches 
and enters the same, to be ascertained by the assessor or as- 
sessors’ annual returns next thereafter made; and the remain- 
ing eight per cent to be estimated upon the returns of the 
assessor or assessors, as provided for the counties of Madison, 
Jefferson and Gallatin; that a proposition of like effect shall 
also be submitted to the qualified electors of Lewis and Clarke 
county, by its board of county commissioners, to tax and 
subscribe to the capital stock of said company the sum of 
twenty per cent of assessible property of said county—that 
is to say, two per cent of the value of the real, personal and 
mixed property of said county at the time said road reaches 
the line of said county, to be ascertained by the annual returns 
‘of the assessor or assessors next thereinafter made, and the 
remaining eighteen per cent after said road shall have been 
completed to Helena City, in said county, to be estimated 
and ascertained in the manner hereinbefore provided for the 
counties of Madison, Jefferson, Gallatin and Meagher. 

Second—The same to be payable in the coupon bonds of 
such county, payable in thirty years from the date thereof, 
with interest at the rate of seven per cent, payable annually 
at the capital of this territory or in New York city, at the 
option of the holder, the same to be delivered -as follows: 
The said two per cent upon said road, reaching and entering 
the boundaries of the respective counties, and the amount as- 
certained as aforesaid, and the residue as provided herein to 
be delivered upon the completion of said road, and the put- 
ting of the same in good running order and general operation 
to the city of Helena, and the amount thereof also ascertained 
in the same manner hereinbefore mentioned; and in case 
counties other than Madison, Jefferson, Gallatin, Meagher, 
and Lewis and Clarke counties, through which said road shall 
not traverse, and who shall so subscribe to the capital stock 
of such company, the bonds of such county shall not be deliv- 
ered until said road shall be completed to the city of Helena. 

Third—Such road to be of the first class in its construc-

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Fourth—The same shall be completed and put in good 
running order, well furnished with rolling stock, and put in 
general operation into this territory, and to the city of Helena, 
within two and a half years from the thirtieth (30th) day of

Sec. 2. When any such company shall accept such propo- 
sition, or one |substantially the same, the commissioners so 
making the same, or their successors in office, shall enter the 
same at large ùpon their records, and shall, at the next annual 
election thereafter, cause to be submitted to the electors of 
their county shid proposition for their approval or rejection ; 
and if a majority of the electors at such election shall by their 
votes approve af such proposition, the same shall also be entered 
at large upon their records, and the said commissioners shall 
immediately enter into a contract in writing with said cont- 
pany, in accordance with said proposition and acceptance, 
so as aforesaid approved, but no liability shall attach thereby 
until said contract shall be performed as herein specitied; 
and when the same shall have been performed upon the part 
of said company, its successors or assigns, as herein provided, 
the full faith and credit of any such county is hereby forever 
pledged to the full payment of both the principal and interest 
thereon, and th¢ same is hereby made a legal and valid charge

ROADS AND HIGHWAYS. 


AN ACT to define and provide for the working of Public 
Roads and Highways. 


enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Terri- 
tory of Montana : 


Section 1. The several boards of county commis-

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Sec. 8. Said road commissioners, before enter- 
ing upon their duties, shall take and subscribe an 
oath for the faithful performance of their duties. 

Sec. 4. If, on the reception of the report of road 
commissioners mentioned in section two (2) of this 
article, the county commissioners are satisfied that 
the establishing of said road will be for the public 
good, it shall be their duty to make entry of the 
same upon the records of the county in pursuance 
of the original petition.

Sec.-18. In all cases where any person under 
the direction of the supervisor of roads perform 
more labor upon the public roads than may have 
been assessed upon him under the provisions of this 
act, the supervisor shall give such person a certificate 
specifying the amount of extra labor so performed, 
which certificate shall be received from the holder 
in satisfaction of labor on the roads in such road dis- 
trict, in any subsequent year, for the amount of 
labor specified therein. 

Sec. 14. All able bodied men between the ages 
of twenty and forty-five residing in any organized 
road district, shall be liable for labor on the public 
roads under the superintendence of the supervisor 
not less than two days nor more than four days each 
year. It shall be the duty of the supervisor to give 
at least: one day’s notice to each person so required 
to work upon the public roads; and it shall be the 
duty of the supervisor to report to the board of

Sec. 11. To|divide the city into wards, alter the bounda- 
ries thereof, and create additional wards, as the occasion may 
require. 

Sec. 12. Tolestablish, support and regulate night watches. 
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Sec. 18. To provide for lighting the streets, and to erect 
lamp posts. 

Sec. 14. To erect market houses, to establish markets and 
market places, and to provide for the government and regula- 
tion thereof. i 
Sec. 15. To provide all needful buildings for the use of the 
city. i 

Sec. 16. To provide for the enclosing, improving and reg- 
ulating of all public grounds belonging to the city. i 

Sec. 17. The said city council shall not be authorized to 

incur any indebtedness on behalf of said city for any purpose 
whatever. 

Sec. 18. It shall have power to provide for the prevention 
and extinguishment of fires; to organize and establish fire 
companies, and to prohibit the erection of wooden buildings 
in any part of the city. 

Sec. 19. To regulate the building and Hane of chimneys, 
and to fix the flues thereof. 

Sec. 20. To regulate the storage of E tax, pitch 
and resin, and other combustible or dangerous materials. 

Sec. 21. To regulate parapets, walls ‘and partition fences, 
and restrain cattle, hogs, horses, sheep and dogs from running 
at large. 

Sec. 22. To establish standard weights and measures, and 
regulate the weights and measures to be used in the city in all 
cases not otherwise provided for by law, and to order all laws ` 
on the subject to be enforced, and to fix and enforce payment 
of fines for non-compliance with any such order. 

Sec. 28. To provide for the measuring and inspection of 
lumber and other building materials, and the measuring of 
all kinds of mechanical work. 

Sec, 24. To provide for the inspection and weighing of 
stone coal, and measurement of charcoal, firewood and other 
fuel to be “used within the city. 

' Sec. 25. To provide for and regulate the inspection of to- 
bacco and of beef, pork, mutton, game, and fish, flour, meal, 
and whiskey in barrels. 
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Sec. 26. To regulate the inspection of butter, lard, and 


fines, forfeitures and penalties for the breach of any ordinance, 
and to provide|for the receiving and appropriation of such 
fines and forfeitures, and the enforcerient of such penalties, 
and all money$ collected under or by authority of any city 
ordinance shall be deemed to be taken to belong to said city 
for the generaljuse and benefit of the inhabitants thereof for 
the purposes h¢rein provided. 

Sec. 88. The city council shall have power to make all ordi- 
nances which shall be necessary and proper for carrying into ex- 
ecution the powers specified in this act, so that such ordinances 
incur no indebtedness whatever, and necessitate no levying of 
taxes exceeding three mills on each dollar, except as is pro- 
vided in sections five and six of article seven, and be not re- 
pugnant to nor jnconsistent with the constitution of the United 
States, nor the Organic Act of this territory. 

Sec. 34. The style of the ordinance shall be, “ Be it or- 
daine by the city council of the City of Helena.” 

Sec. 35. All ordinances of the city council shall, within ten 
days after they shall have been passed, be published in two 
newspapers in the city, or posted in three public places in said 
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city, and shall not be in force until they fae iian boxed as 
aforesaid. 

Sec. 36. All ordinances of the city council may be proven 
by the seal of the corporation, and when printed in book form 
or pamphlet form, and purporting to be printed and published 
by authority of the corporation, the same shall be received in 
evidence in all courts and places without further proof. 


ArtioLe VI.— The Mayor. 


Sec. 1. The mayor shall preside at all meetings of the city 
council, and in case of a tie he shall have the casting vote, 
and in no other; in case of the non-attendance of the mayor 
at any meeting, the board of aldermen shall appoint one of 
their number as chairman, who shall preside at the meet- 
ing, but shall not thereby lose his right to vote on any ques- 
tion before the board. 

Sec. 2. The mayor or any two aldermen may call a special 
meeting of the city council, the city clerk, on their requisition, 
giving reasonable notice in writing thereof ‘to all members of 
the city council present in said city. 

Sec. 8. The mayor shall at all times be vigilant and active 
in enforcing the laws and ordinances of the government of the 
city. He shall inspect the conduct of all subordinate officers 
of said city, and cause negligence or positive violation of duty 
to be prosecuted and punished. He shall, from time to time, 
communicate to the aldermen such information and recom- 
mend all such measures as in his opinion may tend to the 
improvement of the finances, the police, the health, security 
and comfort of the city. 

Sec. 4. He is hereby authorized to call on every male citi- 
zen of said city over the age of eighteen years to aid in the 
enforcing of the laws and “ordinances, and in case of riots to 
call out the militia to aid him in suppressing the same or other 
disorderly conduct, preventing and extinguishing fires, for se- 
curing the peace and safety of the city, or of carrying into 
effect any law or ordinance, and any person who shall not 


kj 
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obey such call ghall forfeit to said city a fine not exceeding 
twentytfive dollars. i 

Sec. 5. He phall have power, whenever he shall deem it 
necessary, to require of any of the officers of said city an ex- 
hibit of his books and papers. 

Sec. 6. He Bhall have power to execute all acts that may 
be required of [him by any ordinance made in pursuance of 
this act. 

Sec. 7. He dhall also have such power as may be vested in 
him by ordinante of the city in and over all places within five 
miles of the boundaries of the city for the purposes of enforce- 
ing the health|and quarantine ordinances and regulations 
thereof. 13 

Sec. 8. In cpse the mayor shall at any time be guilty of a 
palpable omissign of duty, or shall wilfully and corruptly be 
guilty of oppression, mal-conduct, or partiality in the discharge 
of the duties of his office, he shall be liable to be indicted in 
the district court of the proper county, and, on conviction, he 
shall be fined hot more than five hundred dollars, and the 
court shall have|the power, upon the recommendation of the 
jury, to add to the judgment of the court that he be removed 
from office, and forever thereafter be disqualified from holding 
office under this| act or any ordinances of said city. 


ARTICLE VUL.—Miscellaneous Provisions. 


Section 1. The city council shall have the power, for the 
purpose of keeping the streets, lanes, avenues, and alleys 
in repair, to require every able-bodied male inhabitant in said 
city, over the age of twenty-one years, to labor on said streets, 
lanes, avenues, and alleys not exceeding one day in each and 
every year; andj every person failing to perform such labor 
when duly notified by the street commissioners, shall forfeit 
and pay two dollars for said day so neglected or refused to be 
used in improving the public streets. ° 

Sec. 2. The members of the city council and firemen shall, 
during their term of service as such, be exempt from working 
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out any road or street tax, and shall likewise be exempt from 
serving in the militia of the territory or on any jury. 

Sec. 8. The council shall have power to provide for the 
punishment of offenders by imprisonment, in all cases where 
such offenders shall fail or refuse to pay the fine and forfeiture 
which may be recovered against them according to the laws- 
of this territory. 

Sec. 4. The city council shall have power by ordinance to 
levy and collect a special tax on the holders of lots on any 
atreet, lane, avenue, or alley, according to their respective 
fronts, for the purpose of paving, grading, or planking side- 
walks, and lighting such street, lane, avenue, or alley, pro- 
vided such tax shall not exceed the actual costs of said side- 
walke and lighting respectively, which tax shall be collected 
in the same manner us other city taxes. 

Sec. 5. That no levy or assessment of taxes, not heretofore 
provided for, shall be made by said city council, except upon 
a vote of two-thirds of the members thereof, and every levy of 
taxes for each purpose shall be set forth in a section of an 
ordinance by itself. 

Sec. 6. After the passage of such ordinance by. such vote, 
the same shall be published in two city newspapers for at least 
one week, together with a notice that the same will be sub- 
mitted to a vote of the freeholders and householders of said 
city, on a day and at a place in each of the wards to be named, 
which election shall be conducted as is provided in other cases, 
and the ballots shall be for section (—) of an ordinance, enti- 
tled (giving title), or against section (—) of an ordinance enti- 
tled (giving title); and if two-thirds of said voters shall ap- 
prove the same, the said ordinance shall be in full force, but 
if not so approved the same shall be void. 

Sec. 7. The city council shall provide the detailed method 
of conducting such election not inconsistent with this act, but 
nothing in this and the two preceding sections shall effect the 
passage of ordinances levying taxes for the maintenance of 
the city police (not exceeding two in number), the payment of 
night fire watchmen (not exceeding two in number), para- 
phernalia for extinguishing fires, cleaning streets, enclosing 
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and protecting cemeteries, maintaining and keeping in repair 
the property of the fire department, and necessary notices in 
two of the city newspapers. 

Sec. 8. That the city shall not be liable for any costs in 
any suit progecuted in its name in its own courts; nor shall 
any fees taxed exceed in.amount the items of fees allowed for 
similar services to other officers in this territory. + 

Sec. 9. AJl fines and forfeitures collected for offenses com- 
mitted, or penalties incurred within the incorporation limits of 
the city of H¢lena, shall be paid into the treasury of the said 
city by the officer collecting the same, with details of sources 
and on what Account paid out. 

Sec. 10. The city council shall cause to be’published, annu- 
ally, a full and complete statement of all moneys received and 
expended, from whatever source received and what account 
paid out, with full details. 

See. 11. ll suits, actions, and prosecutions instituted, com- 
meneed, or brought by the corporation hereby created, shall 
be prosecuted] in the name of the City of Helena. 

Sec. 12. Appeals shall be allowed from decisions in all 
cases arising wnder the provisions of this act, or any ordinance 
passed in pursuance thereof, to the district court, and every 
such appeal shall be granted in the same manner and with like 
effect as appé¢als are taken from and granted from justices of 
r the laws of this territory. : 
o mayor or alderman of said city shall, during 
the period for which he is elected, be directly or indirectly 
pecuniarily interested in any contract let or to be let under the 
authority of said city, or in any payment to be made thereon, 
and if any sudh person shall violate the provisions of this sec- 
tion, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor under the 
laws of this territory, and shall be prosecuted therefor in the 
district court, and, on conviction thereof, shall be fined not 
less than twojhundred and fifty dollars or more than six hun- 
dred dollars, gr imprisonment three months, or both such fine 
and imprisonment, and in all contracts involving the expendi- 
ture of one Hundred dollars or more, the city council shall’ 
advertise the same, with specifications, for a period to be pre- 
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scribed by ordinance, and award the same to the lowest bid- 
der, and they shall so advertise all contracts when convenient 
so to do. 

- Sec. 14. Whenever the mayor shall absent himself from ` 
the city, or resign, or die, or his office shal] otherwise become 
vacated, the board of aldermen shall immediately proceed to 
elect one_of their number president, who shall be mayor pro 
tem until the office shall be filled by election as herein provi- 
ded. 

Sec. 15.. This act is declared to be a public act, and may 
be read in evidence in all courts of law and equity within this 
territory without proof. 

Sec. 16. The city marshal and the constables within said 
City of Helena, shall be authorized and have power to execute 
anywhere within the county wherein said city may be loca- 
ted, all process issued by the police magistrate of said city, or 
other magistrate within the said city, and the said marshal shall 
have power to do all the acts that a constable may lawfully do, 
and shall receive the same fees that are allowed to constables 
in similar ‘cases, and shall give bonds as constables are re- 
quired by law to give. 

Sec. 17. All actions brought to recover any penalty or for- 
feiture under this act, or any ordinance, by-law, or police reg- 
ulation, made in pursuance thereof, shall be brought in the 
corporate name of said city. 

Sec. 18. In all prosecutions for any violation of any ordi- 
nance, by-law, or other regulation, the first process shall be 
by summons, unless oath or affirmation shall be made for a 
warrant, as in other cases. 

Sec. 19. Upon rendition of judgment the officer rendering 
such judgment may require the defendant to be confined in 
ail for a term not exceeding three months; and all persons 
so committed shall be fined one day for each five dollars of 
such judgment and costs, unless he shall pay the same. 

Sec. 20. The police magistrate shall have jurisdiction in 
all cases of violation of the city ordinance, and shall have the 
same jurisdiction in all civi] and criminal proceedings as is 
now or shall hereafter be conferred upon other justices of the 
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peace of this territory; ard in all courts of this territory said 
police magistrpte shall be held to be and he is hereby consti- 
tuted a justice|of the peace. But no change of venue shall 
be allowed from said police magistrate to any other justice of 
the peace for the hearing or determination of any case when 
proceedings shall be commenced against any person or per- 
sons for the viblation of any city ordinance. 

Sec, 21. The duties of all officers mentioned in this act, 
not herein prekeribed, shall be prescribed by ordinance. 

Sec. 22. That W. K. Roberts, A. M. Holter, John H. 
Ming and M. Moore, be and they are hereby constituted and 
appointed to Ret as commissioners, and to serve in such ca- 
pacity until the first board of aldermen of said city shall be 
elected and duly qualified. Said commissioners, or any three 
of them, shall on or before the third Monday in May, A. D. 
1878, proceed] to lay out the territory embraced within the 
limits of the said city of Helena into four wards and fix the 
boundaries of|the same; and shall also provide for holding 
the first electlon herein appointed in the several wards of 
said city; shall fix the place for holding said election in each 
of said wards ;| shall appoint the persons to act as judges of 
election in each of said wards, who shall be sworn, and whose 
places may be filled in case they do not serve, as provided by 
law in other elections; said election shall be held and returns 
thereof be mafle and certified in all respects as provided by 
law for the eldction of members of the legislative assemby. 
A copy of said|returns of said election shall be delivered to the 
commissioners} who shall canvass the same within three days 
from the time |received, and the persons receiving the highest 
number of votes for the several officers to be elected under 
this act, and the aldermen for each ward, shall be declared by 
said commissioners, or any two of them, duly elected to said 
offices. If two or more persons shall at said election receive 
the same numer of votes for one of said offices, the commis- 
sioners shall determine the same by lot. 

Sec. 22. This charter shall be submitted to the qualified 
voters of the city of Helena, at the same time and at the same 
places where fhe officers under this charter are to be elected 
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by the direction of the commissioners appointed in this act. 

The ballots shall have written or printed thereon “ For the 

Charter,” or “Against the Charter,” and if a majority of the 

votes so cast at the election shall be in favor of the charter, 

then this act to be in full force and effect; but if a majority - 
of the votes so cast shall be against the charter, then this act 

shall remain suspended, unless thereafter enforced as herein- 

after set forth. 

Sec. 23. In case of the rejection of this charter by a ma- 
jority of the voters at the first election, at any time thereafter 
when sixty of the qualified voters of said city shall “petition 
the county commissioners of Lewis and Clark county for a re- 
submission of said charter to the voters of said city, then it 
shall be the duty of said county commissioners to again sub- 
mit the adoption or rejection of this charter to a vote of the 
qualified voters of said city, and if, upon said second submis- 
sion, a majority shall adopt this charter, then the same shall 
be in fall force and effect from the time of its adoption. 

Sec. 24. There shall be a police magistrate, city clerk, city 
assessor, city treasurer, and city marshal appointed as is here- 
inbefore provided. The police magistrate shall be a justice of 
the peace, and shall have the jurisdiction of a justice of the 
peace in said county, and he shall have exclusive jurisdiction 
of all offences against the ordinances of said city. The city 
clerk, city assessor, city treasurer, and city marshal shall sev- 
erally discharge the duties usually pertaining to said offices 
respectively; and the manner thereof may be prescribed by 
ordinance. 

Sec. 25. This act shall take effect and be in full force foi 
and after its passage.

MEMORIAL. . 


Memorial concerning an assay office in the Territory of Montana. 


T he memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Mon_ 
tana, to the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States. asking for the establishing of a United States Assay Office 
in the Territory of Montana : 


The legislative assembly would most respectfully show to 
your honorable bodies, that during the last session of the 
forty-second congress, a bill passed both house thereof, provid- 
ing for the establishment of an assay office in this territory, but 
that owing to the confusion and haste incident to the closing 
hours of that session, a8 the legislative assembly is informed, 
said bill failed to receive the approval and signature of the 
Presideut, and thereby failed to become a law. 

The legislative assembly further shows, that the gradual de- 
velopment of the gold and silver mines in this territory gives 
. the fullest assurance of the immense mineral wealth of the 
territory, and demonstrates that the quartz lodes of the terri- 
tory are of great extent and permanence, and of exceeding 
richness. 

The railroad enterprises, having this territory for their ob- 
jective point, by greatly enlarging the mining industry, will, 
in a near future, also greatly augment the necessity for the 
assay Office contemplated by the bill, which, for the reasons 
aforesaid, failed to become a law. 

It is more than one thousand miles to the nearest assay 
office, or branch mint of the United States, and the means of 
conveyance are inadequate and expensive, and this great 
industry, which has heretofore received the considerate atten- 
tion and fostering care of your honorable bodies, here labors 
under burdensome and oppressive difficulties. 


< 
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It is the judgment of the legislative assembly, that notwith- 
standing the fifficulties, the product of the precious metals in 
this territory |will amount to seven million five hundred thou- 
sand dollars for the current year. 

With the increased production promised, the difficulties of 
our situation will become more onerous and more oppressive. 

The establishment of an assay office within the territory is 
the only relief apparent to the legislative assembly, and the 
interest of thp general government would seem to coincide 
with those of|this territory, in requiring such an establish- 
ment here. (Your memorialists would therefore most earn- 
estly petition your honorable bodies to provide for the early 
establishment] in this territory, of a government assay office ; 
and as in duty bound, your petitioners will ever pray.
